When the Food Administration be 
gan operations in the summer of 1917, 
this country was facing a large deficit 
in wheat. Counting in all carry-over 
wheat from the 1916 crop, we had at 
the beginning of the 1917 harvest year 
just enovgh wheat to take care of 
America’s normal consuinption,—not a 
bushel of surplus. 

At the close of the 1917-18 harvest 
year the ood Admitiistration’s official 
reports showed that our total wheat 
shipments to the ot ‘her side had been 
141,000,000 bushels. Every bushel 
shipped was wheat saved by the 
American people from their. normal 
consnimption, 

In cereals and cereal products re- 
duced to terms of cereal bushels our 
shipments to Allied destinations were 
840,800,000 bushels, 80,900,000 bushels 
more than the amount sent in 1916-17. 

Included in these figures are 13,90).- 
000 bushels of rye and the 141,000,000 
bushels of saved wheat. In addition 
we sent the neutrals dependent on us 
10,000,000 bushels of prime breadstuffs. 

“These figures do not fully convey 
the volume of the effort and sacrifice 
made during the past year by tie 
whole American people,” the Food Ad- 
ministrator wrote. “To am sure that 
all the millions of our people, agricul-

First crush France, tien Russia, thén 
Great Britain. The German plan in its 
earlier stages Was liké@%e,timetable with 
each step scheduled ty day and hour. 

2. On the Western Front: 

(a) Belgium overrun (August 4-20). 
Resistance of Liege, Namur, etc, over- 
come by giant artillery (42-centimeter 
guns); but the delay (of ten days) gave 
the French time to mabilize and threw 
the German plans out of gear. Liege 
occupied, August.7; Brussels, August 20; 
Nemur, August 23; “Louvain burned, 
August 26. 

“Every minute in it (the German plan) 
was determined.

Failure of Zeppelin 
raids over England to produce expected 
results. (Between January 19, 1915, and 
October 1, 1917, German aircraft, includ- 
ing Zeppelins, raided England thirty-four 
times, killing outright 866, men, women, 
and children, and wounding over 2,500.) 

9. Summary: The situation at the 
end of 1915 was much less favorable for 
the Entente than at the beginning of 
the year. Little change on Western 
front—Russians driven from Russian 
Poland and Austrian Galicia; Hungary 
saved from invasion; Central Powers 
linked to Turkey by the adhesion of Bul- 
garia and the conquest of Serbia. “The 
Teutons were no longer; hemmed in; 
they had raised the slege.”

We can turn out more efficient workmen than any other st: ate inso- 
far as our climate is better and makes for cfhiciency, because of it 
uniformity. We hawe neither the extreme heat with demands for ice 
nor the extreme cold with pressing demands for feel or inertia as 
an alternative if we suffer a coal famine. California farmers are the 
most fortunate persons in the world and so is the California man- 
ulacturer. 

In cotton, for instance, we are beginning to make the cotton trade 
of the world sit up and take notice and our possibilities for silk are 
also wonderful. California cotton is used only in the manufacture of
